Clear evidence is that the additional 
pipeline and pumping facilities at the Ash­ 
land site on the Platte will not be available 
before 1955. 
That leaves another summer of hand-to- 
mouth w ater usage. 


Government By Commission 


Dependa ble Richard L. Stro ut of the Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor directs 
attention 
to 
the fa ct that President Eisenhower has left 
a t least *'a dozen of the most difficult issues 
co nfro nting the administration in the hands 
o f co mmissio ns or study groups.” 


There is propriety and fitness in thought­ 
ful re-examination of the course of govern­ 
ment. There is a great deal of public im pa­ 
tience with 
the innum erable 
commissions 
and study groups that s e e m to be a part of 
government in recent y ears. 
One o f the questions resting in the hands 
o f a study group is that of the tariff. If there 
is any thing new to be contributed to 
an 
examination of America’s tariff policy , then 
the commission set up by the President will 
Justify itself. 
The record, however, is not too encourag­ 


ing. 
Mr. Eisenhower first requested Lewis 
W. Douglas, former ambassador to Britain, 
to make a report on American tariff policies. 
It emerged recently , Strout say s, as an al­ 
most cla.ssic exposition of the need for re­ 
duced tariff restrictions to spur world re­ 
covery and America’s own prosperity .

Mr. Eisenhower handed the Douglas report 
to the new commis.sion of foreign economic 
ptdicy , which he had established, urging 
it 
to give earnest attention to the findings of 
Mr. Douglas.

He took a brief whirl at the newspaper 
business in his native state, served in S<juth 
Carolina’s Constitutional Convention in 1852, 
was chosen by President Pierce as the third 
auditor of the United States Treasury , and 
the following y ear named by the President 
to serve as governor of the new’ly -created 
territory of Nebraska, a magnificent empire 
of more than 350,000 square miles.

enmity between the Slav and the German, 
a hostility that has grown with the y ears.

Of more recent vintage, undoubtedly ex­ 
ercising an unmeasured but pow-erfu! in­ 
fluence on G erman thinking, was the action 
of the East German Communist regime 
in 
deny ing its people food packages in which 
they were of sore need. There was a visible 
demonstration of the W'orst in totalitarian 
technique. There was something more im- 
pre.ssive than 
all 
the 
millions 
of w’ords 
spoken. When the stake is food, and wdien 
there are millions of men, w’omen and chil­ 
dren, undernourished and hungry , if the 
Communist world had had the slightest hope 
of success in the West G erman elections, it 
w'ould have charted a different cour.se in 
dealing with its own people in the m atter of 
food packages. 


Til is was the first election in West G er­ 
many conducted independently and under the 
direct supervision of Germ an officials since 
the end of World War II. It was a rem ark­ 
able demonstration of a people deciding their 
own destiny . Out of 33 million eligible vot­ 
ers, it appeared that 80 per cent or more of 
them took advantage of the opportunity to 
m ark ballots. In the city of Bonn, 90 per 
cent of the eligible voters got to the polls. 
Some other communities reported a turnout 
as high as 95 per cent and in the rural areas 
it was re{Kirti*d that 90 {>er cent of the voters 
troofK'd to the polls. That is a rem arkable 
record, one which could bring a sense 
of 
shame to us. 


Possibly the most significant development 
In the election was the defeat of the Com­ 
munist leader, Max Reimann, who on the 
ba:is of incomplete returns was trailing his 
ehicf rival, a Christian Democratic candi­ 
date. 


There can be satisfaction for the W’csfern
